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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Claims 15-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "direction (H)" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4, it is not clear what "both directions (K)" encompass. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ess 
in view of Haar. 

Ess discloses (Fig. 8) the invention substantially as claimed including a horizontal 
table 12, at least one panel 20, at least one movable device 15, a feed direction, a 
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direction, a sawing device/a single lengthways cutting axis 10, rotation device (see Fig. 
5) ,at least one pickup element 17,guides, drive means and vertical direction (see col. 4, 
line 4-8). Ess doesn't show drive means to move the pickup element in a horizontal 
direction. However, Haar teach the use of drive means 16 to move the pickup element 
in a horizontal direction for the purpose of moving the plates. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
modified Ess's movable device by providing drive means to move the pickup element in 
the horizontal direction as taught by Haar in order to reduce the transfer time of the 
panel. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lhenry, Ess, Jenkner, Benzinger et al. and Mohr are cited to 
show related device .
